A\XO TRIGESLMO SEPTIMO. 

The Corporation of the City of Victoria By-Law 
defining the Wards of the City of Victoria 
and the Boundaries thereof, and the num- 
ber of GounciHors to represent each Ward, 
"For the Regulation of rtflunicipal Elections" 
and other purposes. 

Bo it oiiactodby the ^layoi' and>£5oun6iljof the Corporation of the 
City of Victoria as follows: 

1. The City shall be divided into three Wards, namely, the -John- 
sou Street Ward, tho Yates Street ^yartl, and the James Bay Ward. 

(a) The Johnson Street Ward shall include all that tract of land ly- 
ing between the Northern Boundary Line of the Coipoiation niid 
a line iTUining along" the centre of Johnson Street from tho I'^crrv 
easterly, and a strai^jrht continuation of such liue to the Eastern 
boundary lino of the Corporation, district section No. 74, and 
thence in a straight line to tbe Cilgr boundary stone, on tho Cad- 
boro Bay Boad at Mitchell's Nursery. 

(b) The Yates Sti-eet Ward shall include all that tract of land lying 
between the southern boundary line of the Johnson Street Ward 
aud a line commencing at the western extremity of Fort .street, and 
running thoiico eastwardly along the centre of Fort street and the 
Cadboio Bay road to the City boundary stone at Mitchell's Nur.seiy. 

(c) The James Bay Ward shall include all that- triiet of laud lying 
between tho southern boundary line of the Yiites 'Street Waid on 
tlie one sitlo, and the southern boundary line of tho Corporation on 
tlie other .side. 

2. At tho ii(?xt olcotioii of Councillors and thenceforth tliero sliall 
bo two MuiiiL'i])iil Councillors in Johnson Street AVard; threa in 
Yiites Street Ward; and two in Jumea Bay Ward; elected in man- 
ner prpvided.by law.. . i . < 

"3. This Bylaw may be cited for all purposes as "Tho Municipal

Victoria Watei' Works. 



Those j)i-eseiit at tlio intovostiii/^ 
ceremony of layinjif the fouiidalio'i 
stone of tbo Yietoriii AVatcr Works 
were agreeablj' surprised to laid wlmt 
l^rogresH liad beeu made in the actual 
work. Probably f jw iu tiiis coninu - 
uity were aware that upwards of one 
hundred men ai'e emi^luyed iu tiio 
various departments of clearing, 
baildiug, &c. The scene of activity, 
the "tented field," the solid and 
substantial wall of masonry, called 
"Beaver Dam," cortaiulv took the 
writer by surprise. It seems not un- 
desirable that this community should 
know something more about the na^i r . 
and progress of an undertaking so in- 
timately connected mth the prosperity 
and wellbeing of Victoria. The reader 
'\ must know that it ia from Beaver and Elk 
" Ij(i!{es, two small bodies of watgr about 
balf.ainile apart, with low mar.-ii.y 
land intervening, that it is proposed to 
draw the supply. Of these lakes the 
latl;er is tlie larger, the water of which 
is clear and pure. By means of the 
dam.now in an advanced stage of con- 
struction at the lower end of Beaver 
Lake, the natural outlet, the water 
will be raised ten feet above the ordi- 
nary level, thus covering the wlvolu 
flat betweeu the two lakes and also a 
considerable extent of low ground 
ai'ound the margin oftheliasiu which 
forms these lakes. "When this is ac- 
complished, we shall have an unbroken 
sheet of water covering an area of 
about six hundred acres, with a 
watershed or gathering ground of more 
than two thousand acres. Thus we 
shall have created a beautiful and at- 
tractive lake fit for luivigation by 
small steamers, aflbrding excellent 
. trout fishing and having a capacity tt) 
.supply^ good pure water ample for thf 
- .-wants of more than one hundred thou- 
'^i^^s^li: The Commissioner com- 
plains of the difTicnltics which ho has 
had to encounter on a(,'C()unt of a 
grasjiing spirit, maniicstcd by some of 
the owners of adjacent land. One 
would have thought that, leaving al- 
**,"/;togethef put of sight the fact of their 
prosperity being' identical with the 
' growth and prosperity of Victoria, theso 
holders would have realized the advan- 
tage of having such a beautiful and 
attractive sheet of water creat- 
ed at their very door, and would have 
• been extremely moderate in their de- 
mtinds in respect of lands necessarily 
acquired for the enterprise. It should 
130 stated that as mucli of the water 
as possible has been drawn oil 
for the present in order to admit of 
the bed of the projected lake being 
cleared ,pf brush and other matter,— 
a work which is being pushed forward 
with no little energy. In the course 
of his rem)\rks on Tuesday, the {'dih- 
missionor intimated that ninety tliou- 
sand dollars of tlio debentures had bei ii 
put in the London market, guarded by 
a prox)er limitation as to priio, and 
that it was confidently anticipated the 
works would have so far pro- 
gressed as that heforc this time next 
year the water wtjuld bo delivered 
through the mains to water carts at th 
city jjrecincts. It is intended tiiat the 
nniins shall follow to a great extentthe 
public road, approaching the city bv 
byway of Bridge Tavern, .\stlie works 
will be on the hydraidic or pressure 
2irinci]de, a taidc or reservior at this 
end will be unne(!(.'ssary.

He was a 
rniMi of wealth, and we .thought it 
would be of advantage to have the as- 
sistance of that Company iu England 
iu case we were to go to that country 
in order to raise money to build the 
railway, by ilisposiiig of our bonds in 
the money market. AVe asked liv. 
Smith to be a director, and he attend- 
ed several of our infonnal meetings, 
of which we had a good few, with the 
view of becoming a Director. Wiien, 
however, tho Government ciiuio to the 
■jonclusion to exclude moinbers of Par- 
liament, and Mr. Smith too would have 
to be excluded, vve selected him to got 
a representative man from Manitoba. 
He recommended Mr. McDorinot, a 
wealthy mercluuit of Wiiniipog, pro- 
curing from that geutloiuau a po wer of 
Attorney to a<'t for him in his al»;;i.-iico. 
ill the same way Dr. Helmckeii, of Bri- 
tish Oolumbia.one of the delegates wluj 
ag.oed with the Government as to tlio 
t(;rnis of tho Uiiiou of British Colum- 
bia with tiio Dominion, was selected. 
Ho was after the union asked to be a 
Senator, from his well-known high 
standing and charactui in British Co- 
umbia; and I know, as a matter of fact 
that he was asked by Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor Trutch to be the lirst Premier 
under tho new system.

What £ugland Pays 
War 



(From tho Peace SjcIlI.v'b Papers.) 

Twenty years before tho Crimean 
war the military sind naval c.^peiuliture 
of the country was .CiO.UUO.UOO. In 
1851, the year benn'o the war, it liinl 
risen to iiiC.OOtl.OOO. Since the ter- 
mination of that war it hiis averaged 
more than .£.itJ,()Ot),UO() per annuiu. 
Thus we have hail a pcrmauout increase 
of £10,000,000 per annum (not iiielud- 
iiig the interestof debts) ever since tiie 
Crimean war. These sums ai'e so en- 
ormous that they cannot even bo im- 
agined, except by some process of com- 
parison. To aid this comparison let 
us mark the following fiu-ts: A(.-c<irding 
to the olHcially j)ublished annual stat- 
istics the tot.d amount of ci al prod uceil 
in the United Kingdom litis uver.igtid, 
for tho past seven years, an annual value 
of £22,000,000 sterhng^ or £4,000,000 
less than the average cost of tho army 
and navy. And all tho coal, iron, cop- 
per, lead, tin, zinc, silver and other 
metals produced in t ho United Kingdom 
have averaged in value, for seven years 
past, ,t;^7,l)00,UU0 periiniuim, or abont 
iJLS, 000, 000 less than theyear's expen- 
diture for past and present wars. The 
total capital accumulated in the Post 
Oflieo Savings Bank was (in IH ,7) ii),- 
7-i!J,(i.!9. The total capital in other 
savings banks in the Kingdom in 18fi7, 
£30,470,408. Total, £4(;,22tJ.;j;J7. 
Hence, the annual war expenditure 
(for present and past operations) far 
exceeds the total deposits of the iiulu.s- 
trial and economic classes invested in 
all the saving banks. Tiie tottil re- 
ceijits of all the railways in the United 
Kingdom for passengers and goo Is arc 
about £38,000,000, py^, 1 7, 000,000 less 
than the money demanded on' account 
of war. The average of all the wheat, 
Ijarltn , oats, maizo and Hour imported 
into the United Kingdom for seven 
years past is £110, 000, 000 jier annum, 
or only £4,000,000 more than the an- 
nual espenditm'C for army and navy 
alone, iitespective of national debt. 
No wonder that -many are almost star- 
ved! Tho average value of the cotteii 
imported into the United Kingdom for 
the seven years past is £2jjutlil ,000, 
exactly the cost of army and navy tiloiie 
in 18()8.No wonder the manufacturing 
population have to work hard to get a 
livelihood! All tiio pauper.^ in IIk? 
United Kingdom cost in the year 1870- 
71 .fO,.")'JO,787, or about one third of 
the expense of tho army and navy.
